Agency Parking 


Mr. Osborn stated that the DCI's Management Com- 
mittee has decided not to adopt a proposed zoned 
parking system at the Headquarters Building. Under 
this proposal, reserved parking spaces would have 
been limited to no more than one hundred persons. 
All other parking spaces would have been available 
on a first-come basis within zones assigned to the 
various Directorates. The present lane system 
will continue but with a few modifications to be 
announced later. New permits for both lane and 
reserved parking will be issued around the middle 
of January 1974. 


Parking Violations 


Mr. Osborn further commented that a proposal is 
under study to make supervisors aware of the Head- 
quarters compound parking violation tickets issued 
to employees under their cognizance in an effort to 
bring additional corrective pressure to bear, be- 
sides a system of fines. Many nonpermit drivers 
occupy permit-only parking spaces near the Head- 
quarters Building in an act of willful violation 
of the parking regulations, accepting the parking 
fine as the cost to be borne for a more accessible 
parking location. 


Monthly Statistical Report/0OS 
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25X1A Mr. [BB indicated that the Plans, Programs 

Branch is deeply involved in revising the Office 
of Security's Monthly Statistical Report. A re- 
vision is necessitated because of the reorganiza- 
tion of the Office. The objective for the new 
report is to try to reflect more accurately the 
work being accomplished by the various components 
of the Office of Security. 


f. Personnel Security and Investigations

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3:30 p.m., and must be over by 6 p.m. Supervisors 
will be responsible for the conduct of their em- 
ployees during these parties.

Mr. MMU said that the Office of Security will 
host a Family Visitation Day for the families of 
employees of the General Services Administration 
and General Services, Incorporated, assigned to the 
Agency in guard, char, maintenance, or cafeteria 
activities. This will take place on Saturday, 

1 December, beginning at 11 a.m. 


Special Security Center 


Mr. stated that on 23 November 1973, the 
President approved the modification of some of the 
controls relating to compartmented intelligence 
activities. This will permit much of the com- 
partmented information to come out of the system 
at the SECRET classification level. Only the 
highly significant information would continue to 
be protected by the compartmented intelligence 
security system.
